Forty Years of Injuntice.

AN OLD COXYICT PROVES AN ALIBI AT LAST
~—INTEREST IN A PORGOTTEN CASE,

About forty yesrs ago s furmer named
May was murdered and robbed in South
Devon. A man named Oliver, alias * Bucke
ing wam Joe,” and Elwund Garrey, sling
“Turpin,” were tried for the murder, Oli=
ver was hanged und Galley transported, the

extreme sontence of the law not being cars

ried out in Galley's case because of some

Tohinson Asron'B “ doubit which existed in the miods of the

Judges to whom, sfter the seutance, the
matter was referred on petition. Galley is
still alive, and now writes home from New
South Wales that he has found smong his
fellow-convicts the ren] confederate of Oli-
ver, He has sent particulars to the Home
office and to the Colonial office, but no no-
tice has been taken of hisa communications
by those departments.

A letter of Galley's, however has come uns-
der the notive of Mr. Latimer, senior Mag-
istrate of Exeter who reported the trial for
the Western Times, und who now writes to
that journal @ history of the case and his
recollections of the execution, ete. It ap-
pears from Mre. Latimer's stutement that
Mr. Chierer, who was then reporter on eir-
cuit for the times, Mr. Lutimer himself and
wany others who watched the trial. believ-
ed at the time that Galley was not guilty of
any participation in the murder, Oliver
himself, who confessed his guilt, declared
thut Galley was not his compaunion in the
erime, wnd reiterated the sistement when o
the drop of the seaffuld, Mr. Latimer's
statement is supported by Mr. Ralph San-
ders, another Magistrate, who also uow
gives his recollection of the circumstances
attending the trial,

He shows that the principal evidence
sgalost the prisoner was that of & woman,
who deposed to have seen the murder com.
mitted, When “Buckingham Joe" was brougt
before her she immodintely identified him
She gave a description of his companions
who she said was called “Turpin,' Gal-
ley, who was o tramp, went by the name of
“Turpin,' and be was also crought bafore
the woman,sod introduced 1o beras' Turpia,”
She, however, hesitated for some Uime to
speak ms 1o his identity, and then said :
“Yes, that s Turpin; but he is very
much altered
It is & remarkable fuct, o, Mr, Sanders
suyn, wpeaklng from his recollections (he
wis County Clerk st the time,) that two, if
not three of the witnesses who spoke of hays
ing sean " Buckingham Joe” and “Torpin,'"
(Galley) together st Moretonhampstead on
the day of the murder, would not speak
poaitively to “Turpin” until they knew that
the woman had done so. Mr. Banders says
he ls willing 0 make a declaration that
Galley was not the wan implicated with
" Buckham Joe," uud that he is innoceat of
the dor. 1t should be mentisned that
Mr. Sanders on ncoount of his official posi-
tion, had interviews with Galley ; and it is
worthy of note, becanse it was stated in the
vewspapers al the time that when Galley
was sont 10 the Ganymede hulk as u conviet
all the witnesses fur the alibi which was set
up identified him, even in bis conviot garb,
aa the mao “Turpin,'' who was in the neigh-
borbood of London st the tme of My, May's
murder in Devonshine

As showing the Interest which s now be-
ing taken in the case,after the lapse of forty-
one years, [t may be added that several pers
sons of position in the county bave contris
buted to & fund to bring about an investigs-
tion into the case; among them bs Sir Lyd-
stone Newman, Bart,, who Las seut £06,0-
Pl Mall Gaswite.
